“lo what distance can a train be 
brought'to a stop’’ Wadi, that de- 
t-iHls.” said the grizzled engineer, 
vlib a Baud like a bam and an eye 
tint could see red. white aod green a 
‘ otic* away down a silvery track. “That 
tependa. stmt and tlie more I think of 
.1 the more I realize how It depends 
•o circumstances. 

“In tbe first place, it depends on tbe 
number of cars you bare on your 
train. Tbe fewer cars you have tbe 
, quicker you cau stop, eb? Well, fbat’i 
where you’re dead wrong.” Tbe engi¬ 
neer rested bis gnarled fist across bia 
1 knee as If it were a fifteen pound 
monkey wrench. “Yea. air.“ be re* 
t tea ted.' “If you’ve got that Idea you’re 
wrong. Just like folks are likely to be 
on railroad matters which tbey don’t 
know anything about. Now. the fact 
Is that a certain type of euglne can be 
stopped quicker if It baa a half dozen 
freight'cars booked on to It. That’s 
so because there are brakes on each of , 
(be cars, and tbey all grind Into tbe 
wheels when you Sling on Ibe emer¬ 
gency. Why wouldn't It stop quicker 
if you bad a dozen tars on Instead of 
siz? Well, sonny, for tbe simple rea¬ 
son that the weight of the train, or. 
ratber. tbe momentum, overcomes tbe 
braking strength of your air, and so 
you’re carried along. If you bad less 
than six cars it would be Just the 
other way—you wouldn’t bare enough 
braking power to overcome wbat 
weight you have got. Yea. sir. with 
every freight train and with every 
passenger train there la a certain 
number of cars necessary to make tbe 
(rain most effective when it comes to 
stopping quickly. This Is a very prac¬ 
tical question too. An engineer will 
say to himself, ’Well I’ve got more 
cars’ on today; I’ll have to put on 
brakes sooner In order to stop Just 
rlgbt at tbe station.' 

’’I once beard an engineer say that 
so engine wltb a baggage car and two 
passenger coaches traveling at Ibe rats 
of thirty-five miles an hour would re¬ 
quire about <100 feet to stop and trav¬ 
eling at tweoty-fiie miles an hour 
would require 400 feet to balL Now. 
be was Just guess lair. or else be bad a 
(•articular train und particular condi¬ 
tions in mind, and moat likely partic¬ 
ular times iu mind Tbe fact la ypu 
can't tell within whut distance a train 
can be stopped. 

’’Why. take the same type of engine 
and the saine type of coaches and run 
them over tbd same* track ^Nud apply

ner and the two trains will uot stop 
In tbe same distance of track. Indeed, 
t&ke tbe same train over tbe very 
same track at different times, run her 
at exactly tbe same speed and apply 
the brakes In tbe very same manner 
and you can’t atop in tbe same dis¬ 
tance Engineers wottfd Hke to stpp at 
euvft-'ktafton at>prv. Isely tbe same spot 
that they did the day before. Do they 
ever do li?

"The stopping of- u train depends on 
, conditions. Just as I said before. En- 
| gineera who have traveled over a par 
tk-ular road for yearn can’t do IL Some- 
! times tbe conditions vary to such an 
extent that the traiu U run. past tbe 
station. Everybody bus seen that done 
And then tbe engineer says things un 
der bis breath and backs up bis train 
to let tbe passengers on and to take 
on* baggage. 8ounj. engineers never 
know within yards where their trains 
will atop. 

“Freight trains are more uncertain 
than iiasseugers. This Is so because it 
doesn’t mutter as mm-h. An applica¬ 
tion of ten '(stuiHls of air tuny produce 
no’-braklng st ail. due to tbe wear of 
the system, and. on the other baud. Ilf 
teen pounds might put on more brake 
tliati ibe engineer wanted. He may 
throw on a small quantity of air. and 
without expecting it the emergency
